Roads.—The following roads, viz., main station side road, lower station side road, dispen- 
sary, Neiky bazar, Nei bazar, Daheeawa, west jail, Berhampore end road, Telpa, Mo’ 
haree ; Kanone bazar roads were re-metalled with kunkur during the year. It had been orig’ 
nally proposed to’ metal two other roads, vic., the Chutterdaree bazar and west kuteherry 
roads, but our supply of metal fell snort for the same reason. The repair du the Sabebgunge 

road was only partially done. This road is now nearly completed. ‘The entire expenditure 
was Re, 12,664-10-2, 

Drainage.— Drainage during the past. year. The levels of all the drains in the man 
pality have been earefully taken with a view of introducing something like a regular system 
of wurfuce drainage. We have commenced operations in mohullas Daheeawa and Rutthun- 
poora, the most thickly inhabited parts of the town, ‘This undertakiug will absorb nearly 

“ull onr revenues during the nL vear, 

Yanks,—During the pressure of last year, the old wank known here as Elliott's tank 
was re-dug as a relief work ; the municipality also built a handsome ghaut to it; a smaller tank 
called the Fuckeer’s tank also cleaned, and the haut repaired by the municipality, The 
kuteherry tank was also cleaned and deepened. Babou Seo Golam Sao Rai Babadoor built a 
very handsome ghaut to this tank at his own expense. 

Lighting.—All attempts to light the town have been abandoned ; it was only found to be 
a useless expense, 

Vaceination.—A regular establishment of two vaccinators i 
suggestion of Dr. Macleod, four extra va 
Decemlyr 1869 to 15th April 170 : 2,489 persons have been vaccinated. 

Conservancy.—Vuring the } year the entire municipality has been parcelled out 
among the commissioners (two members to cach district), with a view to the better supervi- 
sion of the overseers, aud to a stricter enforcement of couservancy rules. ‘Two commissioners 
sit_ twice a week for the trial of such cases. The system has been found to work well. No 
Public conservancies are attempted beyond the entertainment of a body of sweepers for clean- 
ing the public rgads. 

Miscellaneous. —During the year the sum of Rs. 150 was expended on planting trees 
along the public roads. It is proposed to devote a similar sum annually to this object. 

Reduction of expenditure.—The servievs of two conservancy overseers and of one road 
overseer were dispensed with from the Ist April 1870. This is a saving of Rs. 576 yearly.

Lave the honor to report as follows about the Darbhungah municipality, in reply to 
your memorandum No. 26, dated the 29th April 1870. . 

I will take the same divisiou: k in my report of last year, riz :— 

Ist. Collections.—Vhese have Vi ‘Jon much more vigeronsly than the previous 
year, Rs. 721-2-9 only being outstandi A guod deal, however, was let off in the course &f 
the year from one cause or another. Creat caution undoubtedly should be used in reraitting 
the tax, as it is so rarely possible to get others to supply the places of the parties whose tax has 
been remitted. 

Conserrancy.—I have not bad cither the time or inclination to do much in the way of 
personal inspections, but as far as L have seen, the town has been kept fairly clean. Roads 
huve been repaired. 

Inprovtment —The municipality has had on money of its own to make any improvements 
with. A good deal was done by the richer inhabitants in the way of digging tanks and deepen- 
ing wells, but this work was commenced before the end of 1868-69. A new tank bas beeng 
commenced at the end of the year by Baboo Chitnu Na n Chowdhry. « 

1 have generally found my fellow municipal commissioners ready to help me, but am 
under special obligations to Wahid Ally Khan, who had always also been of greut assistance to 
my predecessors. 

Much may, T hop», be done in the current year with the money obtuined from-curtailing 
the police expenditure.

1 nave the honor to submit the annual administration report of the Mozufferpore munici- 
pality for the year 1869-70. 

2. Funds.—The funds of the municipality during last year were in a ve¥y satisfactory 
condition. The total amount realized during the year was Rs. 21,485-12-6, of which collec. 
tions from 7} per cent. assessment amounted to Rs. 11,318-3-2 out of a demand of 
Re. 12,833-10-3, the ferry collections to Res, 9,395-13-4, and the other local sources to 
Rs. 771-12-0. The cost of police was Rs. 6,387. 

8. The management of the funds of the municipality remained almost entirely in the 
hands of the official members. ‘The subject of getting non-official members to take an interest 
in its affairs is engaging the attention of the chairman. It may be said that the 
vmissioners, as a body, do not now fairly represent that. class of men who -own the greater, part 
of the property assessed to pay the tax, and it is to be hoped that some representatives.of ‘thet 
class may be found able and willing tu attend the meetings, and take’ their fair hans; Of; 
responsibility and work, 
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4. Mr. O’Loughlin, the engineer, has been most attentive to his duties ; his carefal 
supervision of the works undertaken has resulted in their being completed in a thoroughly 
satisfactory manner, at a cost generally much below the estimates, 

6. Work done—Roads.—Upwards of 24 miles of road: have been maa this year; 
nearly 34 miles of old metalled road have been picked up and re-metalled thr,Aghout ; “more 
than 44 miles of metalled road have been repaired superficially. Over 20} miles kuteha read 
were repaired, and the sides of 214 mil put in order. Several bridges, drains, and sluice. 
gates have betn built or repaired, ‘and 860 feet of road fenced in by a strong substantial railing. 





6. Lightil.—Twenty-five new lamps were set up. There are now in all 75 lamps, 
which are lighted every night. The cost of lighting during the year was Rs. 1,224-7-0. 
7. Waterthg,--Ten miles of metalled road were watered twice a day. 








8. Gonservaney.—The conservancy of the town ree a good deal of attention daring 
the year, particularly the matter of the removal and disp of the night-soil. Ten sheds for 
dry-earth and ten vate for night-soil were erected, and six new iron earls built for the removal 
of the night-soif to the place where it is to be buried and deodorised 

9. Local improyement.—Among other works several wells were : eleaned out, two tanks 
dug ont, and fivegfanks thoroughly cleaned and put in order, 

10. Copysof the report by Mr. Ruddock of the Durblungah municipality is submitted 
herewith. It calls for no particular comment.

2. Assessment and callections.—V amount of house-tax due ‘for the year was 
Rs. 12,064 5, and the arreat ’ nounted to Rs, 447-6-8. The total 
demand of house tax in the year under — ef Rs. 13,011. Out of this sam 
Rs, 11,803-3-3 ha’ y, leaving a balance of Rs, 1,209.8. 

Out of the said Lal: 3 owere ported as irrecoverable. 

Some of the municipal commissioners have been deputed to enquire into the matter and 
to report. 

3. Income and erpenditure.—Tie total amount of ineome arising {fom several sourees 
during the year amounted to Rs, 16,763-K3-6, and the amount expended on different accounts 
was Ra, 14,904-4-4. ‘The cash alanee at the end of the year therefore was Rs. 1,859-9-2, 

The cost of almost every item of expenditure has | considerably reduced in the year 
under review, excepting the cost for construction and repair of reads, the amount allotted for 
which was Rs. 4.5¢0, against Rs. 1, of the previous year. Some of the roads were made 
more than five years ago, and some of them require re-metalling. 

4. Koads—The state of the roads, taking into consideration the above-mentioned 
circumstances, is in general fair, excepting the cases of a few of them, which were greatly 

damaged by the Soane flood. A report of which was made at 
the time, as will appear from the correspondence marginally noted.

5. Conservancy.—The expenditure made under this head was within the cstimated* 
amount, aud Rs. 50 less than that expended during the previous yenr.

From T. E. Ravexsnaw, Esq., Commissioner of the Orissa Division, to the Officiating Secre- 
tary 1o the Government of Bengal, Revenue Department,—(No. 5 $1, dated Fort William, 
the 23rd August 1870.) 


In continuation of my No. 538 of 12th August 1870, T have the honor to report that a 
fair amount of rain has since fallen in Cuttack and Pooree, and a generally sufficient fall of 
rain is reported from Balasore. 


2. I am not yet in receipt of detailed particulars of the offects of the late fall of rain, 
but it may be stated with confidence that in Cuttack bealee crop has suffered, except in 
those parts of the district where it obtained either irrigation or flood water. The same 
remarks apply to the sarud or heavy rice crops; it was only in particularly low-lying and favor. 
able situations that the erops were considered in a healthy condition. The Collector anticipated 
that tho rain which has fallen will do much to retrieve the damage. 


3. The Pdoree reports, dated 15th and 19th August, show that up to 13th August the 
rainfall bad been deficient, cultivation was backward, and in some pergunnahs the rice plants 
already sown were suffering from blight, as also from drought. ‘This state of things continued 
up to L7th, when partial showers were reported ; but in pergunnahs Kotedesh and Untorode 
the heavy ,sice was dried up, and half the bealee was already lost. Along the Koosh Bhudra 
river matters were morg favorable, as flood water from the rivers had been obtained. Rain 
was much wanted, and fell on 18th, and continued with intermission up to 22nd, on which 
date the Collector reports demi-officially : “I think the worst danger is over, but we cannot be 
sure of good crops. My next report will be more cheerful.” 


4, A farther demi-official from the assistant colleclor ut Khoordah dated 21st, says, 
“ five inches of rain had fallen during the past week, but this is not yet enough.” 





5. Balasore appears to have had an abundant fall as on the 21st. The Collector reports 
demi-officially: ‘ Abundant rain the last three days; even “ the people are satisfied.”, 


6. Weekly*reports are yet due; but as I am satisfied the above is approximately correct, 
and the subject is of importance, I have preferred addressing you without waiting for details. 


7. Since my last report I have arranged with the executive engineers of the Mahanuddy 
and Pooree divisiops, and communicated with the superintending engineer for supplying tem- 
porery cuttings and sluices in several embankimente, 80 as to admit flood water where practioa- 

le and eafe, Water has been supplied freely, as far as existing appliances permit, from the 
high level, Kendraparsh, and Taldunds canals,

Pana, 5,.—The Commissioners take this opportunity of adverting to the great difficulty 
which has on several occasions arisen, and will probably arise again, in determining the ages of 
candidates who are natives of India. They think that such questions can rarely be decidtd 
in a satisfactory manner except in India itself, and they would suggest, for the consideration of 
the Secretary of State, whether it might not be desirable to require every Native candidate to 
produce a certificate from the Chief Authorities of his Presidency that he was wjthin the 
prescribed limits. If His Grace should approve this suggestion, it would be necessary to add to 
the Regulations note to the following effect :—“ All candidates born in British India must 

roduce certificates from the Government of India, or of any Presidency in which they may 
fave resided, that they are within the prescribed limits of age.”

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Movement in Behar in favor of reduction in the needless expenditure 
incarred on account of Marriage Ceremonies.

Wren reference to the annexures to your endorsement No. 1350, dated 10th May last, I 
have the honor to submit the following report regarding the movement among thy &avests of 
Behar, having for its object the reducing of the expenditure needlessly ineyer by them in 
marriage ceremonies ' 

2. It appears from the reports of the several district officers 
Marriage expenditure bas been generally ean d among the K s since 1864, and. that, 
Moonshee Peary Lall is the originator of this laudable movement, This moonshee isea native of 
the sub-division of un, and was for a time a moonsill’ in the service ofthe Government 
of the North-Western Provinces. Within the last. few years meetings have been held at 
his instigation in every place where there is a tolerably la mmunity of Kayests, and the 
question of economy in m es has been from time to time discussed. The pgople concerned 
appear to evince much interest in the subject, and seem tobe really in earnest in carrying 
out the reform, Rules have been framed, printed, aud circulated ainong the Kayest class for 
their observance. Some of the more important rules ure extracted and esubjoined for the 
information of His Ifonor the Lieutenant-Governor,

3. Here, as in Bengal, the expense incurred in a marriage falls chiefly on the family of 
the bride. The “ tiluk,” or presents to the bridegroom, the feeding of the bridegrooin’s fol- 
lowers, the cost of the procession, together with the wages of tte dances and cost, of fireworks, 
are the chief items of expenditure on marriage festivals. It is reported that these rales were 
carried into effvet to some extent in’ marriages celebrated this last on, and there is 
good reason to believe that they will be generally adopted by the Kayes! abody. These 
people scem to appreciate the measures originated by Peary Lall for the curtailment of useless 
extravagance, 

4. It isa matter of congratulation that Moonshee Peary Lull’s exertions are already 
bearing fruit, not only among the ts, but also among certain other classes of Hindoos, 
such as Brahmins, Bubhuns, Rajpoots, &e., who seem inclined to follow the good example thas 
set them.

10 of it being derived from land, while it would teavo a much larger joint 
income,—all derived from salaries individually less than Rs. 41-10-8 per mensem, free from 
taxation,—seems very doubtful. Thus six brothers @rawing salaries of Rs. 40 each per 
mensem, and, having no other income, would give a total annual ‘hcome to the firm of 
Re. 2,880, whray would escape taxation altogether, though the brothers constituted one person

§. The Bagrd réspectfully submit that as the law stands income of a different Aind‘from 
that which i¢ taxable ander part II, and such income only, is liable to taxation under part IV; 
and that she ruling in paragraph 9 of the Government of India’s resolution No. 188%, dated 
24th March 1869, does not appear to be in strict accordance with the provisions of the Act.

I am direoted to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 386B dated the 24th ultimo, 
submitting for orders the case of one Gogun Chunder Bosc, who was assessed under Act IX. 
of 1869, on account “of rack-rent, landed property, and the emoluments from office of his 
brother, his rfephew, and himself. e 

2. The Bédard now take exception to rules passed by the Government of India in Mareh 
1869, regarding the working of the income tax Act of that year. The ruling in paragraph 9 
of financial resolution No. 1888 dated the 24th March 1869, which they consider to be unsound, 
was to the effect, that if a salaried or pensioned officer or annuitant drawing less than 
Rs. 4]-10-8 per mensem held in India other income which added to his salary raised ‘his’ 
entire income abote Rs. 500 per annum, he would be liable to assessment on the whole under 
Part IV. of the Act. Thus if A received a salary of Rs. 40, and had landed property which 
gave him rents, raising his monthly income above Rs. 41-10-8, he would be liable to pay 
income tax under the rule. Whether in the abstract this rule be right or wrong or in accord- 
ance with the law, it is now too late to question it as regards its application to the income tax 
of 1869, . 

8. In the particular case now submitted by the Board, the rule however has no applica- 
tion. Though by Act IX. of 1869, a lirm includes an undivided Hindvo family, yet the rulin, 
‘uf the former Board was doubtless right, that “ members of a Hindoo family are not unites 
for the purpose of holding office, and consequently are chargeable only separately on emolu- 
ments from an office when they each draw more than Rs. 500 per annum.”
